S p e c ia l t o t h e D i s p a t c h . 
Fergus Falls, Minn.—The iron ex­ 
citement in these localities is the re­ 
sult of the investigations of a Fergus 
Falls man, and the new range, if it de­ 
velops as its promoters hope, is to be 
known as the Le Vor range. 
About two years ago, a well-known 
resident of this city came to the con­

The city council meeting was tame 
and peaceful until the question of the 
license of the P arker carnival came up 
ju st before the council adjourned. 
The

Mayor 
Wise sprung the question by asking 
what the status of the carnival was in 
the m atter of license, stating that a 
merchant and heavy tax payer had 
stated that he should take steps to en­ 
join the company from showing unless 
they paid the license called for in the 
ordinance. 
City A ttorney Polk then 
asked that the resolution granting the 
U3e of the streets be read. 
It showed 
no reference w hatever to the m atter of 
licenses and Alderman F arrar stated 
th at no mention of th a t had been made 
by the committee in asking the use of 
the streets. 
The city attorney then 
stated that the carnival had no right to 
run without paying the regular city li­ 
cense of not less than $50 per day, at 
the least, the amount being dependent 
on whether or not the carnival was 
considered as one show, or whether 
each show he considered 
separate.

Dayton, O., Aug. 0.— Anna M arko­ 
witz, twenty-four years of age, a pretty 
Jewish girl, lies dead at the county 
morgue, her throat bearing tile mute

death 
clutch. 
H er body, bruised and cut, 
bears 
evidence 
of 
brutal 
m istreat­ 
ment. 
At the hospital, with a mortal 
wound in his abdomen and his head a 
mass of bruises, lies Abraham Gor­ 
don. a young traveling man from In­ 
dianapolis. 
Held on suspicion by the 
authorities at Dayton are Jam es, J a ­ 
cob and Bertha Markowitz, brothers 
and sister of the dead girl. 
This is tile situation in a very com­ 
plex murder case and one in which 
brutality and cruelty rival the fate of 
pretty Dona Gilman, whose pitiful end 
was reached but a very short distance 
from where this latest crime occurred. 
Abraham Gordon, sometimes known 
as Cohan, went out walking along a 
lonely road 
near the National 
Sol­ 
diers' home. 
He was accompanied by 
Anna Markowitz and her younger sis­ 
ter Bertha. 
They had walked to a 
lonely spot when the crime was com­ 
mitted. 
Tw o stories, widely different 
in their intimations, are told. 
W hat 
took place has up to this time not 
been clearly developed. 
Bertha claims she 
and her sister 
and Gordon were 
attacked by high­ 
waymen and that Gordon was slugged 
and shot before she ran from the scene 
of the tragedy, (leaving lier sister and 
Gordon to their fate. 
The Markowitz 
brothers admitted 
their mother objected to Gordon’s at­ 
tentions to Anna and they would not 
deny tHat they followed their sisters 
and Gordon into the woods.
